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Eastern Regional Conference at Caldwell Tremendous Success—About One Hundred 
and Eighty in Attendance—Hospitality of Dominican Sisters 
Will Never Be Forgotten 


The Eastern Regional Conference of the Catholic 
Library Association was held at the Academy of 
Mount St. Dominic, Caldwell, New Jersey, Easter 
Monday and Tuesday, April 2d and 3d. 

About 180 persons were present from the New Eng- 
land States, New York, New Jersey, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, Delaware, Pennsylvania, and the District of 
Columbia. Many of these guests arrived Easter Sun- 
day afternoon in a joyous spirit of anticipation quite 
in keeping with the traditions of this great Feast of 
Holy Mother Church. They were not disappointed, 
as Mother M. Agatha, O.S.U., had prepared a program 
worthy of the occasion. 

The Conference was formally opened with Holy 
Mass celebrated by the Rev. William M. Stinson, S.J., 
President of the C. L. A. The delegates then assembled 
in the auditorium for a general meeting. Rev. Mother 
M. Joseph, O.P., in a few well-chosen words extended 
a cordial welcome to the President and the members 
of the Association, assuring them that Mt. St. Dominic 
Academy was entirely at their disposal during their 
stay. Rev. William M. Stinson, S.J., accepted the 
hospitality thus extended, and in answer to Mother M. 
Agatha’s urgent plea to address the assembled dele- 
gates, said he preferred to speak to them later and 
would take this opportunity only to express his delight 
at the large attendance. Mother M. Agatha, as Chair- 
man, in a spirited talk announced the plan and busi- 
ness of the meeting and said they would dedicate this 
Conference to Our Holy Father, the great model and 
patron of librarians. She hoped that the spirit of 
Cardinal Newman would preside over the Conference. 

Mother M. Agatha sounded the keynote to her own 
untiring zeal in promoting and developing the cause 
of the Catholic Library Association, in repeating the 
words: “Those who sow do not always reap”; but 
if their work be well done, results are bound to come. 
She urged the Priests to lead in this worthy cause and 
Stressed thoroughness in every activity connected 
with library work. 

First Paper 

The first paper, “The Catholic Library Association 
—The Pivot of Catholic Library Development,” was 
then read by Miss Maria D. Calvo, College of the 
Sacred Heart, Manhattanville) N. Y. Miss Calvo 
laid stress on the help and encouragement it would be 
for the cause of Catholic Library development if the 


executors and administrators of the various Catholic 

communities would interest themselves more in this 

movement. Miss Calvo gave the following three aims 
as indispensable to the well-being and progress of the 

Church, especially in a non-Catholic country such as 

ours: 

FIRST, to instruct Catholics in their faith; SECOND, 
to arm them against the attacks of non-Catholics ; 
THIRD, to prevent that state of mind which con- 
siders Catholic scholarship as inferior to that of the 
non-Catholic. 

These three necessities or aims, not to speak of the 
obvious one of the enrichment of the Catholic life 
itself, are the special concern of Catholic education, 
which must turn to and rely in an amazing degree, 
upon the Catholic library. It is the Catholic library 
which will bridge over the transition from the faith- 
vivified atmosphere of the Catholic school to the frivo- 
lous, irreligious, cynical atmosphere of the world out- 
side. Catholic librarians have a double responsibility, 
therefore, both to their profession and to this major 
work of education by the Church. 

Our Catholic Library Association must reflect credit 
upon Catholic libraries, and, incidentally, upon Catho- 
lic education. It is a definite move in a wide sphere of 
Catholic Action. It is the pivot of Catholic library 
development. The fact that the resources of Catholic 
libraries are small compared to those of non-Catholic 
ones, that both personnel and finances are limited, 
indicates that we can afford to lose no single oppor- 
tunity of making use of the experience, the ideas and 
learning of every member. This is the great advan- 
tage of association. 

One of our first tasks in this present conference 
must be to find out how we may interest all the Catho- 
lic librarians throughout the country in becoming 
members of the Association. This is a problem for 
each individual member to offer his personal solution. 

Mother M. Agatha, during a pause in the reading of 
the paper, took occasion to repeat the necessity of 
planting the cultural seeds of good reading. 

Miss Mary E. Campbell, librarian in the Manhattan 
State Hospital Library, then suggested that something 
might be accomplished in urging the Catholic libra- 
rians in Public Libraries to join the Catholic Library

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It will be good news to our readers to learn that a 
four-year cumulation of the Catholic Periodical Index 
(1930-1933) has been decided upon by the Executive 
Committee as the most practical step in the matter of 
another volume of the Jnmdex. Mr. Wilson believes 
that this four-year volume is advisable. To quote this 
famous publisher of Indexes who has many years of 
experience behind him: “Thus, it seems to me that 
from the standpoint of practical use on the part of the 
library, from the standpoint of economy in produc- 
tion, and from the standpoint of advantage in solicit- 
ing new subscriptions at this time it is much better 
to decide on a four-year period for a permanent foun- 
dation volume.” It has been estimated by Mr. Wilson 
that a four-year volume will cost about $2.00 more 
than a two-year cumulation. In other words, for two 


dollars more a librarian will get a volume twice as 
large and offering twice as much information. In 


order that work might actually commence on this pro- 
posed four-year cumulation Mr. Wilson points to the 
necessity of having on hand enough guaranteed sub- 
scriptions to defray the cost of publication. None 
will question the fairness of such a guarantee. To be 
specific, before printing actually begins there must be 
guaranteed subscriptions aggregating $3,500. Indeed, 
this is a most liberal overture on the part of Mr. 
Wilson. 

The next move must be made by members of the 
C. L. A. A determined and concentrated drive will 
undoubtedly result in sufficient subscribers to insure 
publication costs. Each present subscriber to the 
C.P.I. should immediately sign on the dotted line for 
the 1930-1933 cumulation. More than that, every 
effort should be made to induce at least all Catholic 
colleges and academies to take advantage of this edu- 
cational tool which has in every way proved the worth 
of its existence. 

The question now is how soon and to what extent 
will Catholic librarians really help themselves by sub- 
scribing to the four-year cumulation of the Catholic

CALDWELL CONFERENCE 


Sister Margaret Mary, of New Rochelle College, 
suggested that effective work could be done for the 
advancement of library science and education through 
their alumnae, by ascertaining how many had gone 
into library work and had succeeded. It was pleasing 
to learn that the New York Library expressed its sat- 
isfaction and willingness to employ New Rochelle 
graduates. 


Fr. Stinson said that for some years, through the 
monthly publication, THE CATHOLIC LIBRARY 
WORLD, and through other Catholic papers, efforts 
had been made to make known the pioneer work in 
Catholic Library activities, and incidentally Mother 
M. Agatha referred to the difficulty in ascertaining the 
number of Catholics employed in Public Libraries. 
Another difficulty in organizing and perfecting this 
work, due either to carelessness or lack of interest in 
the heads of Catholic Institutions, was the small num- 
ber reported in the United States Survey of Schools 
equipped with libraries. Out of the ten thousand or 
more Catholic Schools in the United States, only three 
hundred forty-seven were reported as having libraries. 

Mother M. Agatha urged that these reports when 


sent to schools be conscientiously attended to and 
properly filled out. 


Second Paper 


The second paper in the morning session was read 
by Mr. John M. O'Loughlin, Editor of The CATHO- 
LIC LIBRARY WORLD. The title—‘“The Catholic 
Librarian on the Job”—was well chosen, for the writer 
gave in a very succinct and specific manner some de- 
tails that enter into the busy life of a librarian in a 
big city college. Mr. O’Loughlin’s sense of humor 
carries him through trying situations attendant on 
service and courtesy. This prompted Mother M. 
Agatha to define a librarian as one destined to use 
his mind twenty-four hours in the day. Her definition 
met with a smile of approval. 

An interesting visitor to the morning session was 
Rev. John Hartigan, Cathedral College, New York, 
who was invited to say a few words concerning the 
Cardinal Hayes Literature Committee and the Book 
Survey issued by the same. Father Hartigan said he 
was in no way connected with the committee, but he 
was glad to speak of the great good it was doing. It 
was formed four years ago to stem the tide of perni- 
cious literature flooding the market. An attempt is 
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made to survey by competent criti ialists in 
their field—a list of books that meet a threefold test, 
namely, (1) they show maturity of thought, (2) must 
not offend the moral sense, and (3) must show the 
marks of good literary craftsmanship. Every three 
months a list of books to be read with a critical 
review is presented, so that about seventy-five per cent 
of the entire literary output is thus surveyed. While 
publishers are very much interested in this Book Re- 
view, it is surprising to know that the subscriptions 
up to date number less than two thousand. Father 
Hartigan said that only sixty-eight Catholic libraries 
had subscribed thus far, whereas thirty-seven non- 
Catholic libraries were using the survey for some time. 

A short recess of ten minutes was granted, when 
business was again resumed. 

Mr. Harry L. Binsse, Managing Editor of Liturgical 
Arts, gave a short talk on Liturgical Arts. In 1928 the 
Liturgical Arts Society was established by certain 
artists and architects who decided that something 
should be done to train children to an appreciation 
and instruction in Catholic art and architecture. His 
Eminence, Patrick Cardinal Hayes, is patron of this 
society, to which many members of the Hierarchy be- 
long. As an expression of its activity the society pub- 
lishes The Liturgical Arts Magazine. 

Sister Mary Louise 

Now followed two most interesting papers by grad- 
uates of The Catholic Library Graduate School of the 
Catholic University. The first discussion was by 
Sister Mary Louise, of the Bishop McDonell Me- 
morial High School, Brooklyn, on “The Need of a 
Catholic Graduate School of Library Education.” Pre- 
vious to five years ago we were forced to send our 
teachers to secular institutions for library training and 
certification. Things are quite different today, as there 
are several Catholic Colleges now offering library 
courses. Sister Mary Louise suggested that the CATH- 
OLIC LIBRARY WORLD consider the importance 
of printing in an early issue a list of Catholic Colleges 
giving library education, including such data as: 

Curriculum, and degree of certificate awarded. 
Minimum entrance requirements. 
Fees, including tuition, registration, matricula- 
tion, graduation fee, etc. 
Estimated cost of trips and field work. 
Estimated cost of textbooks and supplies. 
Estimated cost of board and room. 
Scholarships offered. 

Sister Joan Patricia 

The second part of the discussion was given by 
Sister Joan Patricia, Regis College, Weston, Mass. 
Since many states require that a school be provided 
with a library and a librarian to meet recognition, it be- 
comes vital that the library be considered the working 
laboratory for the student in such schools. With this 
increased intensive activity of the library, librarians 
and educators are now stressing the need of a basic 
technical training in addition to the qualifications that 
have always been considered necessary for a librarian. 


Since library work calls for something much bigger 
than technical skill, and since it takes a scholar ade- 
quately to serve scholars, there are decided advantages 
in having a library school at a university from which 
the student may expect to graduate with a fund of 
factual knowledge, a training in library science, and 
more,—a broadened vision, a love of culture, progres- 
sive leadership, the power to do independent research, 
to make just evaluations, to orientate himself and help 
others along the lines marked out by Christian ethics 
and true Christian education. - 

The ideal place for a national Catholic library 
school is at the center of Catholic culture in the 
United States, namely, the Catholic University. Here, 
in the summer of 1929, with the approval of Most 
Rev. James H. Ryan and the assistance of Dr. Roy 
Joseph Deferrari, the library science department was 
organized by Mother M. Agatha, O.S.U., and it has 
grown steadily from the original nine students to an 
enrollment in 1933 of seventy-four students. 

It seems fitting that the Catholic Graduate Library 
School should be established in America at the pontifi- 
cal institution which is under the supreme authority 
of a Pope who has been for years an eminent librarian, 
and has opened to the world the treasures of the Vati- 
can Library, and who is affectionately regarded as the 
Patron of Librarians. 

On the recommendation of Mother M. Agatha, the 
delegates were assigned different rooms for the Round- 
Table Discussions that were to mark the afternoon 
session. 

Cataloging, under direction of Miss Maria D. Calvo. 

College Libraries, under direction of Miss Edna M. 
Becker, Fordham University, New York. 

High School Libraries, under direction of Brother 
A. Thomas, F.S.C. Bishop Loughlin Memorial High 
School, Brooklyn. 

Elementary School Libraries, under direction of 
Mrs. Nathaniel Cartwell, Queensboro Public Library, 
Jamaica. 

The meeting then adjourned. 

Round Table Discussions 

Monday afternoon was devoted exclusively to round 
table discussions. This was the first time such a fea- 
ture was attempted by the C. L. A., and the enterprise 
was a tremendous success. Under able leaders prob- 
lems in Cataloging, College, High School, Seminary 
and Elementary Libraries were informally considered. 
These deliberations were decidedly popular with the 
delegates who unanimously agreed that much profit- 
able information was derived therefrom. Perhaps the 
largest group was that of High School librarians num- 
bering close to fifty. It is a foregone conclusion that 
round table discussions will be a prominent feature of 
all future Conferences. 

Business Meeting 

Tuesday, April 3d, marked the second general meet- 
ing of the C. L. A. Mass was offered in Mount St. 
Dominic chapel by the Rev . Robert J. Fox of 
Rochester, New York. After breakfast, the del 
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egates leisurely inspected the Academy and grounds, 
for Mount St. Dominic affords a beautiful view of the 
Orange Mountains. At 10 o’clock the meeting was 
opened by prayer and the New Jersey delegates and 
visitors were proud and happy to find the Rt. Rev. 
Monsignor Thomas McLaughlin, Vicar General and 
Rector of the Immaculate Conception Seminary, on 
the stage. Owing to the unexpected absence of the 
Rev. Harold Purcell, C.P., Editor of The Sign, who 
was to address the meeting, the welcome extended by 
the Rt. Rev. Monsignor McLaughlin, and the brief 
history given by him of Rt. Rev. James Roosevelt 
Bayley, first Bishop of Newark, was most timely. 
Monsignor McLaughlin referred to the excellent work 
accomplished by Bishop Bayley that bore special sig- 
nificance on the present conference of Catholic libra- 
rians. Not only had he to organize a new diocese, 
but, likewise, introduce the means of promoting Cath- 
olic welfare and education in particular. On his first 
journey to Europe, Bishop Bayley did not think 
merely in terms of money, said the distinguished Mon- 
signor, but in terms of books—a fact which well might 
interest the delegates of the Catholic Library Asso- 
ciation. 


Reports of the Treasurer and Editor of the CATH- 
OLIC LIBRARY WORLD were then read. Father 
Stinson dwelt on the importance of getting new mem- 
bers, for the larger the organization the more service 
it can perform. The proposed four-year cumulation 


of the C. P. I. was next discussed. The president thor- 
oughly explained the proposition of Mr. Wilson and 
Miss Barrows. In a word, the four-year Index is the 
most practical (it will cost about $2.00 more than the 
two-year cumulation) and its publication depends en- 
tirely upon the number of subscriptions which will be 
guaranteed the publisher. All present were urged to 
submit their check lists to the H. W. Wilson Company 
and subscribe, and then to interest every possible 
Catholic institution to do the same. Father Stinson 
brought home most forcibly that the future of the 
C. P. I. rests in the hands of the members. If every 
present subscriber to the Index signs up for the four- 
year volume, the C. P. I. will go on the press immedi- 
ately and take its merited place as an indispensable 
aid to Catholic librarians and scholars. 


Mr. Eugene P. Willging, of St. Thomas College, 
Scranton, suggested that the columns of the WORLD 
be opened to advertising. The editor cited the ad- 
visability of contract advertising and promised to 
canvass the field, and if the venture seems advan- 
tageous to the C. L. A. advertising will begin with 
the next volume, September, 1934. 


In closing the meeting, Father Stinson extended the 
profound gratitude of the Association to the Mother 
Superior and Community at Mt. St. Dominic for their 
magnificent hospitality. The Conference adjourned 
at 12 o’clock noon, Tuesday, April 3d. 


Afterthoughts 

Mother Mary Joseph, Ph.D., Superior at Caldwell, 
is perhaps better known as collaborator with Dr. Wil- 
liam H. J. Kennedy in the series of United States his- 
tory for Catholic schools. However, those who were 
her guests at the Conference are one in the conviction ° 
that Mother Joseph well merits equal fame as Su- 
perior and hostess.

REDEMPTORIST LIBRARY AT OCONOMOWOC 
BINDING CATHOLIC NEWSPAPERS 

Rev. Peter J. Etzig, C.SS.R., librarian of the Re- 
demptorist Seminary at Oconomowoc, Wis., is apply- 
ing himself to the binding of Catholic newspapers, an 
activity which does not, perhaps, engage the attention 
of any other librarian. More than twenty Catholic 
newspapers have already been bound, totalling more 
than 200 volumes. These volumes do not go back 
over ten years. In order to eliminate expense a 
method has been devised of sewing and assembling 
the papers into volumes which are designed to repose 
flat on a shelf and not upright. The sewing and as- 
sembling have been done by five of the professors in 
their few spare moments. Some of the Catholic 
newspapers thus. preserved for permanent reference 
are: Daily Trib, Record, Echo, Evangelist, Catholic 
Citizen, Catholic Herald, Guardian, Bulletin, Lake 
Shore Visitor, Catholic Register, Denver Register, 
Sunday Visitor, Pittsburgh Catholic, Michigan Catho- 
lic, Nord-Amerika, Kath. Wochenblatt, Catholic 
Standard and Times, New World, German Wanderer, 
Catholic News, English Wanderer, Western Catholic, 
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Catholic Messenger, etc. Father Etzig does not 
claim that the above papers represent the best cross- 
section of Catholic newspaperdom—they are merely 
the ones which happen to reach Oconomowoc. Copies 
of the Brooklyn Tablet, London Universe, Irish 
Standard, etc., are especially desired. Father Etzig is 
anxious to know if any Catholic librarians would like 
to negotiate exchange of a large group of some news- 
papers not mentioned above, or perhaps the above 
items before 1924.
